Several writers lor the Farmer have asser¬ 
ted that posts last much longer ifthe end which 
was upwards when growing be pul in flu- 
ground. 1 consider this worthy of further ex 
jpcriiucnt.

Both Hie contracting parties promise and en¬ 
gage formally to give tlicir ipcciul protection 
lo the persons mnl [properly ofthe citizens of 
each oilier, of nil occupations, who limy lie in 
Hie territories suhject to the jurisiliction ofthe 
one or the other, transient or dwelling therein,

Although tho opponents of the Administra¬ 
tion have made mo the object of unexampled 
persecution since I came into office, l 1 


taincd a shatiou of truth nr justice, re-lei; a- 
gainst iny predecessor in oflice, and not against 
me. They lmd the lacts in evidence before 
them, lint the late ’Postmaster General, in his 
next report,dated November 17, 1828, show¬ 
ed, that instead of saving for tho Treasury 
st 300,000, tho expenses of bis Department, trom 
the 1st of July, 1827, to the 1st July, 1828, 
wove upwards ot £25,000, more than ull its 
revenues for the same period; and that he had 
entered into contract to take effect from the 1 st 
of January, 1820, which involved the Depart¬ 
ment in an expense' for the |ieriod of only six 
months from tho 1st of January, to the ol 
July, 1820, ol £10,778 65 more than all 
its revenues for tlx same time; that the 
expenses of the Department lor the year 
commencing the 1st of July, 1828, were 
£71,7I t 15 more than it’s revenues, and that 
this excess of expenditure, together with (lie 
losses sustained, hud diminished the finances 
of the Department within one year, to the a- 
liiount of £101,250 03. In (his state of things, 
I had no agency, It was produced before 1 
enma into office. 

The late Postmaster General, in his Report 
of November, 1828. gave this icuicu tor his 
change of policy: “As Congress at their last 


Hail u not proved ilcfcx live, the expense* ol 
ol tho Department would not have boon per¬ 
mitted to absorb all its revenues. Tlio de¬ 
rangement was superinduced by this errone¬ 
ous system, and the consequent ombai rnsincut 
created the necessity of resorting to tompory 
hams. The first loan was obtained in anticipa¬ 
tion of tlic revenues lo be collected, before a 
suspicion existed of the iinpcifoction of the 
system. 

The subsequent loans were essential to keep 
the mail in ojieration. Theso loans woro ct- 
fected upon my own applirat ion, on the credit 
uml responsibility of the Deprtment. Tho au¬ 
thority vested in me by the jiost office law under 
which I act ml, wasdocmcd sufficient to jusljfy 
tlio course in a legal point of vicvvjand the ex¬ 
igencies of the case rendered it necessary. The 
legal right of the Post master General lo incur 
debt upon Iho credit of tlic Dcpaibneul, has 
been denied by the majority of the committee. 
They slate, that “the Postmaster General has, 
without warrant of law, borrowed from banks 
large sums of money, o:i interest, for tlio pur¬ 
pose of sustaining it,” (the Department.)

minished. But tho extraordinary conduct of 
the majority of llie Committee of tue Senate on 
Post Offices ami Post Roads in conducting their 
te cut examinations; llie (ersonality, misrrnrc- 
s -nt.ition, & falsehood,which characterize thoir 
report, make it niy duly lo notice it in an espe- 
cml manner; to ex(K)sc its errors—refute its 
falsehoods—and repel with indignation its base 
personal allusions and imputations —Prepara¬ 
tory to this, it will I e necessary, for a proper 
understanding «l the subject, tonotice so much 
of llie Post Offite Law as coolers power on the 
Postmaster General and defines Ins duties. 

The first section of the act of March 3, 1S25, 
“to reduce into one the several acts establish¬ 
ing and regulating the Post Office De|>urt- 
ment,” ordains that the Postmast General shut 1 
establish Post Offices &. appoint Postmasters at 
all such places as shall appear to him expedient, 
on the post road* that ate or may be established 
by law ‘lie shall provide for the cart iage of the 
mail on all Post Roads that arc or may bo es¬ 
tablished by law, and as often, as lie, having 
regard to the productiveness thereof, and other 
circumstances, shall think proper.” “He may 
direct tlio route or mid, where there arc more 
(nan one, between pi. c s designated by law for 
a Po«t Road, which route shall Lo considered, 
the Post Road.” lie shall pay all expenses, 
w hit Ii arise in conducting li.e Post Officii and 
in the conveyance, of the mail, ami all rthrr m :- 
ccssary expenses arisingou tiio collection ofthc 
revenue and management of the General Pest 
Office.’’—Tho fourth section of the same law 
requires “that the Posim.islir Gen r..I shnll 
causeu mail lo be curried from 1 1 .c nearest Post 
Office on any esljl l.' .iied Post Road, to Iho 
court-house ol any county which is now or liere- 
allcr may he established m any of tlm .States, 
or Territories ol the United States, and which 
isjwithout a mail.” 

In regard lo the powers confetrxl; and tli 
duties imposed U|svii the I’ostinastif 


and ninety-eiglit thousand nino hundred and 
sixty miles, has been made the past year." 
Ho also adds: “It is believed to be good j*olicy 
lo keep the funds of ibc Department actively 
employed, extending its operations until the 
reasonable wants ol cveay community shall be 
supplied.” This policy, whether good or bad it 
will be seen,was introduced l.y my predecessor. 
Tlic incurring of responsibilities m a large a-

whore terms hive expired, for mouths after 
they leave gone out ol office. The great abuse 
iff tlx franking privilege, among members of 
Congress, while in session, i* undeniable, and 
from tho enormous amount ofexpenses for the 
delivery of 1 'rcj Ietlert, il i« highly probable 
that tlx abuse is continued during iho recess. 
Tho exr-rvfais ot this privilege, not indy deprives 
the Department of the postage on falters thus 
sent, bnt it costs the Department two cents, 
allowed by law to Postmasters, for the deli¬ 
very of each (reo letter. It hushupprnod (hat 
a |lost office, which before yielded a revenue lo 
the Dep-irtineiit.ol fifty or sixty dollars a year, 
has, since the extension of this privilege, cost 
the Department upwards of a hundred dollars 
tor the delivery id free letters within one quar¬ 
ter; and it would be but a moderate calculation 
io estimate tlic loss lo the Department, by its 
extension, at « 100,000 a year. 

In receiving proposals lor iranspnriing llie 
nnil, il appears always to have keen the cus- 
Mi of llie former ffartmaslcr Generals, lo 
consider a!! propositions lor improvement* be¬ 
yond vvbat have been called lor m ll-.e advertise¬ 
ments, and il'div'.inud more eligible, to accept 
them; or tiller accepting tlie bids, for jxrlomi- 
ing according lo advertisement, to adopt tlic 
improved bids. Tlic bandits resulting from 
the custom, -are often too great to be refused, 
Contracts urc ordinarily made for a term of 
four years. During their pendency, such chang¬ 
es take plate in tlie country, especially in tho 
nevv-Stulcs, us to render extensive alterations 
and improvements absolutely necessary. 
Places unknown in tlie beginning, within half 
that period spring up into importance. Otlier 
places, requiring but light weekly mails iu the 
eginning, leconx so improved in jioiiit of 
trade and population, ns to require frequent und 
heavy mails. In such cases, the original con¬ 
tracts are made tho basis of allowance for the 
udd it it mil service, and P.i improvements are 
made in conformity with the earnest vv folios ol 
the people, expressed by their petitions, and by 
(lie pressing iinportuiiitcsof iiiciidiorsot Con¬ 
gress. The connexion of mails iu their mulli- 
turlc ol'hranches, fa a matter of great inqior- 
tuncc to their harmony; end it frequently Imp 
|xns, tlmt uu increased expedition, nr a change 
m the limes of .arrival and departure #f one 
mail, requires change of schedule in twenty 
others; und it will sometimes happen tlmt some 
one among llie uqnibcr, in orifrr lo keep» 
pro|xr connexion between very inqiortsnt mail 
routes, will be required to run vvi.li sucli in¬ 
creased cx|>edition, and at sucb times, us w ill 
subject tlio contractor toil great additional ex 
|xusc. The law gives to the Host master Gen¬ 
eral full power to provide for sucli cases; mid 
it is a condition stipulated iu all contracts, us 
well those which wero made by former Post¬ 
master Uoncruls, as those of modern dale, that 
tlx expenses incurred by such cliunges, shall 
bo defrayed by the Department. 

Tlx correctness of tlie molliod of k oeping the 
accounts which exhibited tlie annual expense 
of transportation, I hud nuver suspected. It 
was mtlural to lake it for grantod that a system 
which lmd Ixeu adopted from thu earliest ex¬ 
istence ofitlio Department, and had continued 
untlmiigod to tlm prwtptitgjino, vvim correct. 


A law is passed by Congress, creating more 
than 15,000 miles ol new post roads. Tlx law 
require* the Postmaster General lo provide for 
the conveyance of tlx mail upon these roads, 
aud io pay its expenses. He lias nut the mo¬ 
ney on hand lor doing it. The resources of his 
Department are all tho means uffurded him, 
and these are ut his entire disposal. Hu obeys 
the law, by anticipating these means. He ob¬ 
tains the money by a loon u[>uii the credit ofliis 
Department alone. He does not coiriproinit 
the Treasury. Ho pledges nothing but vvhul 
the law has placed at his own disposal; uml he 
does Ihis to fulfil the law. In this case, vv hat 
law is violated? Il this were like other De¬ 
partments, dependent on tlic Treasury, draw¬ 
ing its funds from that source in virtue of an¬ 
imal appropriations bylaw ,it would present a 
different aspect. But its means uml its wants 
■are within itself. It oin touch nothing but 
what it creutcs; and it is indc|xndcnt in the ap¬ 
plication of what it creates, except the restric¬ 
tions iiiqxscd by- law. Il a body corporate, a 
turnpike or canal company, obtains a loan up¬ 
on its own credit, stipulating nothing but its 
tolls for the redemption, no law is violated,and 
tier exception is taken lo the legality of the lean. 
So, if a loan is obtained by thu 1 ‘ostmasicr 
General, on the credit of tlic revenues of the 
Department, for the fulfillment of the law, lie 
fa |«rtbrmiug a duly which the law- imposes 
upon him. Such was the case in obtaining 
these loans. 

As soon os the discovery vvas made, that the 
expenses were greater then vvliut the accounts 
had exhibited, I retrenched the expenses by 
curla.luig the mail facilities which 1 had exten¬ 
ded us far as the public convenience would ad¬ 
mit,and one hundred and twenty five thousand 
dollars of the loan have been paid. The law- 
under w hich I acted, did nut authorize me in | 
I look to Congress not to the Treasury tor relief ; 1 
but to depend upon the resources of the Depart¬ 
ment. Tlioie was, therefore, no other recourse 
but that of retrcnclimout. The facts arc with¬ 
in the knowledge of Congress; fit if they should 
prefer a continuance of ull (he mail facilities 
now enjoyed by a temporary restoration to the 
Department ol a part of the moneys which the.
